Various Types Of 
Reptiles Described 
To Biology Society 

.Great DeaLOf Exci|ement In 
Snake'Hiuitiug 

ON EXPEDITION 



E. T. C. Chapman Spoke lu 
Biology Building Last 
Night 

((rpHERE Is plenty of ezdtement to 
bo had in snake-hunting", said 
E. C. T. Ohapman, speaker at a meet' 
Ing of the Biological Society In th? 
Biology Building yesterday afternoon. 
His subject was: "Collecting Reptiles 
for the London Zoological Society." 

Tl]o speaker was, last summer, a 
member of a party commissioned to 
do Uiat.. thing in British Ooluiqbia, 
where ' there are several qiedift of 
snakes desired by tihe London Society. 
Primary Object 
The primary object of the party, 
according to the speaker, was not to 
observe the action of the reptiles, but 
to catoh them, and to hand them over 
to the Zoological Society In good con- 
dition. The sort of "rattler" found 
in British Coltmibla is known as the 
"Pacific Coast" type, with bronm q;>ots 
on a Orey background, \ running up 
itiBielght or, nine;feetilniîengÙïi:^Plen- 



nSSiiow, they "MB^recédtngft^adùally 
southward. These snakes live in com' 
munitis of from two to four square 
iniles in area, and sometimes hundreds 
of them sttare a common - den In 
winter. Tti'ese 'dénis are ! composed ot 
; deep crevices in the rock, where even 
dynamite sometimes fails to dlstrub 
the inmates. If a den is fouhd they 
niay be caught by leaving a glass 
bDX- connected by a tunnel to the 
mouth of the den, into which they 
will emerge in spring. The speaker 
illustrated this, as many other points, 
with diagrams. 

The "bull snake" is often claimed 
to' be the deadly fear of the rattler, 
i:!!: -; the^latter at every encoimter, 
.±urr:t(His . cfinnot -be-so, .as^ey-often 
clon together. ''''Êà 
'.'Other-Types ■■■ ' 
Other types of snake In this pro- 
vince arc the "racer", a small snake 
c.^pable of terrific speed in long grass, 
and another of the python family. 
The intrepid naturalist's equipment 
fcr the capture of the rattler is sim- 
ple— a forked stick, and two l>ags. He 
approaches the snake, pins it down 
with a forked stick, then eases it 
h'.to the bag,, which is held open with 

ra^par^ï^S^'ofdër to permit the 
actions of the rattler to be seen, is 
drawn a heavier bag. Hits is a very 
necessary operation, since the larger 
specimens are inclined to become tru- 
culsnt. Durhig all this, it lis wiser 
to Ivcop the hands well above the 
gi-ound, OS the snakes do not traval 
alone and are apt to t>e partisan, 

Tiie rattler likes warmth, but does 
not care for the direct rays of the 
sun. hence he may be found in shady 
spots on liot hays. //. • ■ 

Although there' may te 'sjiecles' In 
the tropics which will attack man, 
the rattler will not, unless provoked. 
The prevailing diet of the British 
Columbia rattler is woodchuck, eaten 
head first to avoid rubbing the hair 
the wi-ong way. -'^ ' 

In conclusion, the speaker summed 
up his address, reviewing the main 
characteristics of the rattlesnake, and 
the meeting was olosod.after a general 
discussion.

SocletyrheM'^itt the. Osier Library in 
:Qie: Medical Building, papers were 
presented iiy John L, Mercer on "Ed' 
ward Trudeau" and by W. H. Philip 
HlU on "Physicians Famous in Fields 
other than Médldne." 

Trudeau, a close friend of Sir Wil- 
liam Osier,, is noted as a pionéer in 
the battle against tuberouloeis which 
has been so successfiilly waged during 
the last fifty years. Himself a ''suf- 
ferer' from the disease, he .dedicated 
his lUe to. a .study of its causes and 
,was.;^ Instrumental in creating the 
modem principles of the treatment of 
tuberouloeis. In 1904,- he received an 
LXJ}. from: McOlll and : was later 
mside president of the National Aaso- 
daUm.^for|iÙie' 8t^ and Prevention 
of TUberoulosis/'^ founded the fam- 
ous Trudeau Sanatorium at Saranac. 
N.Y., for the treatment of tubercular 
patients, à work which .Osier char- 
actolzed as a,;||trium^j)f optimism".

Bribery Rampant 

Bribery was a very strong cliaractcr- 
istic of the electioneering methods of 
the day, claimed the speaker. Tlie 
people were desperately poor, and sus- 
ceptible to this kind of political per- 
suasion. In the Scotch counties, the 
thing went so far that the memliers 
actually made down payments on the 
bribe, he sai d MpMlj servants and rail- 
way employeSSwere frequently giveii 
binuses and holidays, prior to elections. 
Such electoral corruption kept the Tory 
party iii power for many years, and 
legislation was distinctly partizan. Due 
to the distinct party attitude, the peo- 
ple were tremendously interested in all 
political issues. 

The eighties, said the speaker, were 
characterised by some of the most bit- 
ter controversies of provincial rights, 
which àfôse oiit of confederation. Prù- 
vincialism and local conditions made 
électlonéèrihg methods crude but col- 
orful, People saw things in miniature, 
and their political philosophy reflected 
their contemporary outlook. A general 
discussion followed the pa^r, after 
which refftohments were served^

Missouri Surgeon 
First To Succeed 
In Lung Removal 

St. Louis, Mo.— Dr. Evarls A. Gra- 
ham, professor of surgery at the Wash- 
''*"'*^fenlverslty School of Medicine, 
[(w5l>j -of the foremost chest sur- 
,_ SRS^'the world, has removed the 
«ntlre lung from a patient, the first 
aucoessful operation of its kind in the 
history of medicine. 

The patient whose lung was removed 
was a Pittsburgh physician, 48 years 
old, who came to Barnes Hospital on 
February 27, having suffered with 
chills, a temperature of 104 degrees, 
a cough, and pain in the left side, dur- 
ing the previous seven months. Bron- 
choscoplo examinations made on 
March 1, March 14, and March 21 re- 
eled bronchial carcinoma in the up- 
:;:-:ipier.iobe of the lung and the bronchus, 
i;' or'alr 'tiibe, to that lobe. 

On April 6, when the epoch-making 
operation was. performed, it was dls- 
! ; covered that the cancer extended so 
far into the branch of the bronchus 
leading to the lower lobe that it was 
advisable to remove the entire lung, 
rqgardless of the fact tliat in only six 
A cases of bronchial carcinoma had re- 
moval of part of the lung been suc- 
cessful. 

Patient Given Gas 
Ihe seriousness of this type of lung 
, operation required tliat gas be admin- 
- istered by the Intertracheal ;jn e^^ ,j 
! through a tube inserted thrbwi?'®' 
' nose or mouth in the windpipe. It 
was pointed out that an Important de- 
tail of the curgical process is the sud- 
, ;dcn shutting ofgogtte artery, which 
V lamounts to arP^«^lism, or inside 
obstruction, *nd may cause death. In 
this case it is thought that the un- 
' , usual method of admhiistering the an- 
aesthetic may have prevented this dlf- 
;>'ficulty. . ■ 

■ It was necessary to tic off tlie root 
li'.ot the lung near the windpipe, cut the 
lung by electric cautery, tie the artery, 
v 'and remove seven ribs, from ttee^^d. 
to the ninth, on the left side^iro^^^ 
lapse the chest wall aiid eliminate the 
, ;,plemal cavity. Pus formed In the up- 
per part of the cavity where the two 
/ riijs remained, as was;,cxpectcjd, and 
r on May. 22 they were^su&ésisMÎy re- 
moved. ; 
Able to Walk After Two Weeks 
T^^ later the patient was 

walking around the hospital and on 
June 18 was discharged, complaining 
only of shortneiis of breath. A little 
more than a month later he had gained 
èight pounds, and was able to walk a 
mile without much difficulty In breath- 
ing,, and to drive his car. On Septem- 
ber 19 he had gained 16 pounds and 
was feeling better all the time. In 
accordance' with medical customs, the 
Identity of the patient will not be re- 
1 vealed.

Pharmacy Grads 
Reveal Healing 
unds Fake 



Seattle, Wash.— University research 
swept aside another outworn belief of 
medical science yesterday when Oarl 
Johnsoii and Levris Brltt, graduate stu- 
dents in pharmacy, discloeed benzyl 
compounds, widely used to relax 
muscle spasms bailed by such ailments 
as colic and i^iS^^ess. 

The two reached . tra^^Mluslon- 
after completing an 18 months study 
of the compounds, since 1915 con- 
sidered by some doctors effective for 
the preyehtlon of- spasms ° in involun- 
tary muscles such as the stomach. 
Adeqoate Dose Unsafe 

The amoust of benzyl compound 
taken to prevent undue contraction of 
muscles wouM have to be over SO 
times greater than what is considered 
a safe dose, the pair said. This com- 
pound is taken thrpugh the mouth- or 
Injected Into the blood streaml In 
either case Its effect is felt throughout 
the enthre body. To get a sufficient 
concentration at any ope point for the 
required quieting action oh thé muscles 
would be impossible. 

There are two kinds of drugs known 
to medical science, depressants , and 
stimulants. Compounds of benzyl are 
depressants. An overdose of tbis drug, 
li^e any otiier aéprusànt, would cause 
cold sweat.to breaJc out on the patient; 
the -pupils of tbefeyes would dialato; 
and . the muscles.' woiild lose tone, be- 
come flabby. Thus would an over-dose 
of a benzyl compound . cause muscle 
relaxation, but there would be danger 
of the heart muscle losing tone also, 
causing death, Johnson and Brltt say. 
Espeiiment With Muscles 

In the benzyl compound experiments 
Johnson ud';EMtt^ to 
miuKles foir contractira^^a^ had 
been removed from an organism. Mus- 
cles ciit from onhhals and' put In a 
liquid called Ringer's solution, held at 
the tempmttm lof t^^ 
will ebntoiact tm4 .ieiipand for over six 
hours. Strings tled/to the ends of a 
muscle in the solution and held In 
one's hands' exert a:pull able to be felt. 

By, piaol^ .mœclâr.in certain solu- 
tions, conâii^^appnM of 
an illneiss' maVbe obtaine^^ Thé mus- 
cles go into spasms Just as they do 
when diseased. "To obtain à record for 
each solution, the spasms are registered 
on a revolving graph such as used 
for recording changes in temperatures.
